The tax receipts for the island of

Oahu for the first five months of 1913
will be b00Q to J 6000 less than for
the corresponding period last year, ac
cording to the figures in Tax Assessor
Wilder's office. The total amount of
receipts to May 31 of the present year
Is 1977,000.33. Out of this amount
there may be some refunds to tax
payers who have guaranteed pay-
ments by turning into the office more
than their actual assessments require.
This is a ' customary occurrence, but
until these have been figured out defln- -

tely the exact amount of the receipts
cannot be told.

The receipts for the same period in
1912 reached an aggregate of $981,--

S55.44. The decreased income of the
territory and county from taxes on
Oahu is said to be due chiefly to re
duced returns from the plantations.
